® Ovations in Religion, which are nni- 
verſally acknowledged to bee the 
main cauſe of commotions in King- 
domes and States, and are knowne 
to bee the true cauſe of our preſent 
croubles, were many and great, be- 
ſide the bookes of Ordination, and Homilies, 
I. Some particular alterations in matters of Rcli- 
gion, preſſed upon us without order, and againſt 
Law, contrary to the forme eſtabliſhed in our 
Kirk. 2. A new booke of Cinons and Conſtitu- 
tions Eccleſiaſticall. 3. A Leiturgie or booke of 
Common-prayer, Which did alſo carry with 
them many dangerous crrours in matters of do- 
Qrine, Of all which we challenge the Prelate of 
Canterbury.as the prime cauſe on earth. 

And firſt, that this Prelate wes the anthor and 
urger of ſome particular changes, which made 
A great 
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great diſturban-e amongſt us, wee make mani. 
teſt : 1, By feurtcen letters ſubſcribed, W. Cant, 
In the ſpice two yeirs, to one of our pretend- 
ded Mifhups, Banxatine, wheiein hee ofcen en- 
joyneth him, and other pretended Biſhops, to ap- 
pearc in the Chappell in their white, contrary to 
the cuſtome of our Kirk, and to his prqmiſe made 
to the pretended B:ſhup of Edinburgh, attheco. 
ronation; that none of chem after that time, ſhould 
bee preſſcedto weare theſe garments, thereby mo- 
ving him againſt his will to put them on for that 
time, whercin he direQeth himto give order for 
ſaying the Engliſh Service inthe Chappelltwice- 
a day, for his negle& ſhewing him that hee wes 
diſappointed of the Biſhopricke of Edinburgli, 
promifing him upon his greater caire of theſe no. 
vations,advanceinent to a better Biſhppricke,tix « 
ing him tor his boldnefle in preaching the ſound 
dofrine of the reformed Kirkes, againſt Maſter 
Mztchel{,who had taught the errours of Arminius, 
inthe point ofthe extent of the mercic of Chriſts 
bidding him ſend up a liſt of the names of Coun- 
cellours and Senatours of the Colledge of Ty- 
ftice, who did not communicate in the Chappell 
ina forme which wes not received in our Kirke, 
commending him when hee found him obſequi. 
ous tothelc his commanes, telling him that hee 
had moved the King the ſecond time for the pu- 
niſhment of ſuch as had not received in the Cha 
pell: and whercin hee upbraideth him bitterly, 
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that in his firſt Synod at Aberdein, hee had onely 
| diſputed againſt our cuftorme of Scotland , of fa- 
ſting ſometimes on the Lords day,and preſumptu- 
ouſly cen{uring our Kirk, that in thiswe were op- 
polite to Chriſtianity it ſelfe ; and that amongſt 
us there were no Canons at all : More of this 
{tufte may be ſcene in the letters themlelves, 

Secondly , -by two papers of memoirs and in- 
ſtruions from the pretended Biſhop of Saint Az- 
aros, tothe pretended Biſhop of Roſſe , comming 
to this Prelate for ordering the affaires of the 
Kirk , and Kingdome of Scotland, as not onely to 
obtaine warrants,/ to order the Exchequer , the 
Privy Counſel}, the great Commiſhon of Surren- 
ders, the matter of Balmerino's procciſe, as might 
pleaſe our Prelates,bur warrants alſo for fitting of 
the High Commiſſion Court once # weck in Edin- 
burgh, and to gain from the Noblemen, for tHe 
benefit of Prelates, and their aJherents, the Ab. 
bacies of Kelſo, Arbroith, S. Androis, and Lindoys : 
andin the ſmalleſt matters to receive his comands, 
as for taking downe Galleries, and ſtone-walls, in 
the Kirks of Edinburgh, and Saint Androis, for 
no other end but to make way for Altars, and a- 
doration towards the Eaſt , which beſides other' 
evills, made no {mall noiſe, and diſturbance a- 
moneſt the people, deprived hereby, of their or- 
dinary accommodatian for publique worſhip. 

The ſecond Novation which troubled our 
peace, wes a booke of Canons, - and Conſtituti-

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ons Ecclcfiaſticall, obtruded upon out Kirk,found 

by our general aflembly to be deviſed for. eſtabli- 

ſhing a ty rannicall power, inthe Perſons of our 

Prelates, over the worſhip of God, over the con- 

{ciences, liberties, and goods of the people ; and 

tor aboliſhing the whole _— and governc- 

ment of our Kirk, by generall and provinciall aſ- 
{ecmblies, Preſbytcrics, and Kirk ſeſſions, which 
wes ſettled by law, and in continuall praQtiſc 
Gnce the time of reformation s that Canterbury 

ves Maſter of this worke, is manifeſt, 

By abooke of Canons ſent to him, writtenup- 
on the one. {ide onely, with the other fide blanks, 
for correQtians, additions,and putting all in better 
order, at his pleaſure ; which accordingly wes 
done as may appeare by interlinings , marginals, 
and filling up of the blank page with dircRions 
ſent to ourPrelates ; and that it wes done by no 
other then Canterbury, is evident by his Magiſte- 
riall way of preſcribing, and by anew copy of 
theſe Canons, all written with Saint Androu 
owne hand, preciſely to a letter, according to the 
former caftigations , ſent backe for procuring the 
Kings warrantunto it, which accordingly wes 
obtained 3 but with an addition of ſome other 
Canons , and a paper of ſome other correQions : 
According to which the booke of Canons thus 
compoſed, wes publifhed in print, the inſpeRion 
of the bookes, inſtructions, and his letters of 
joy , for the ſucceſle ofthe worke, and of others 
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letters of the Prelate of London, and the 
Lord Sterling,to the ſame purpoſe;all which 
we arc ready to exhibite , will put the mat- 
ter out of all debate. 

Beſide this generall, there be ſome thing s 
wore ſpecial] worthy to be advertcd unto, 
for diſcovering his ſpirit, 1. The'4, 
Canonof Cap.8. for as much as no refor- 
mation im Doctrine, or Diſcipline can be 
made perfeR at once inany Church  there- 
fore it ſhall, and may be lawfull fer the 

Church of Scotland, at any time to makere. 
monftrance to his M. or his ſucceſlors, &c. 
Becauſe this Canon holdeth the doore 0- 

pen to more innovations, he writethto the 

Prelate of Roſlſc his privy Agent, in all this 

worke,of hisgreat gladneflc,that this Canon 

did tand behind the Curtaine,and his great de- 

ſire that this Canon way be printed fully a5 one 

that wes to be moſt uſefull. Secondly, the title 
prefixed to theſe Canons by our Prelates, 

Canons agrecd upon to bepropenedto the ſe- 

wverall Synods of the Kirk of Scotland, 1s thus 

changed by Canterbury, Canons and con- 

Kirutions Eccleſpafticall, &c. Ordainedto be 

obſerved by the Clergy. He will not have 

Canonsto come from the authority of Sy. 

| nods, but from the power of — Mt 
fromthe Kings prerogative, Thirdly, the 
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formidable Canon, Cap. 1.3. threatning no 
leſſe then excommunication againſt all 
ſuch perſons whoſoever ſhall open their 
mouthes againſt any of theſe books, procee- 
ded not from our Prelates,nor 1s to be found 
inthe copy ſent from them, but isa thunger-- 
bolt forged in Canterburies own fire, 4.Our 
Prelates in divers places. witn:fle their dif- 
like of Papiſts. A Miniſter ſal be depoſedif 
if hee bee found negligent to convert Pa- 
piſts. Chap.18. 15. The adoration of the: 
Bread isa {tperſtition to be c 6Jemned, Cap. 
6.6. They, call the abſolute neceſſicy of 
Biptiſme an crrour of Popery, Chap. 6.2. 
But in Canterburies edition , the name 
of Papiſts and Popery is not ſo much as 
mentioned, 5.. Our Preclates have not the 
boldnefle to trouble us in their Canons, with 
Alrars, Fents, Chancels, reading of along: 
Leiturgie before Sermon, .&c. But Canter- 
bury is punAuill, and peremprory in all 
theſe. 6. Alchough the words of the tenth 
Canon Chap. 3. be faire, yet the wicked in-- 
tentions of Canterbury and Roſs, may bee 
ſeen inthe pomt of juſtification of a finner 
before God, by comparing the Canon as it 
cage from our Prelats, andas it wes retur- 
ned from - Canterbury, and printed, our: 
Prelates ſay thus: !: & wanifeſs that the ſo- 
perſtition of former ages, hath turned into 4 
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eat prophanentſſc, and that people are erowne 
Safe k moſt Mom thi any gooa. thinking 
there is no place to good workes , becanſe they are 
excluded from juſtification , Therefore ſhall all 
Miniſters, as their text giveth occaſion, urge the 
neceſs1ty of good workes, as th:y would be ſaved, 
anaremember that they are via tegni, the way to 
the kingdome of heaven, though not caula rc g- 
nandi, howbeit they be not the cauſe of ſalvation. 
Here Rols giverh his judgement , That hee 
would have this Canon ſimply command:ne 
good workes yo be preached, and no mention maae 
what place they have or have not in juſtification, 
Upon this morion, fo agreeable to Canter- 
buries mind,the Canon is ſet down as it ſtar. 
deth without the diftintion of wv#4 regs;, or 
eauſareguadi,or any word ſounding thatway, 
urging onely the necefliry of goodworks, 
7.By comparing Can. 9. ch5p.18.as it was 
ſent in writing trom our Prelates, and as it 
is printed at Canterburies command , may 
bealſo manifeft, that hee went about to eſta- 
bliſh auricular confeſſion,” and Popith abſo- 
lution. $8. Our Prelates were not. acquain- 
ted with Canons for inflicting of arburary 
penalties : But in Canterburies book, where- 
ſocver there is no penalty expreſlely ſet 
down,it is provided that it ſhall be arbitra- 
ry,as the Ordinary ſhal think fitteſt. By theſe 
and many other the like, it isapparant, what 
| ——ſ-—& TYLan- 
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tyrannicall power he went about to eſtabliſh 
in the handsofour Prelats,over the worſhip, 
& the ſouls and goods of men, over-turning 
from the foundation,the whole order ok, our 
Kirk, what ſeedes of Popery hee did ſow in 
our Kirk, and how large anentry hee did 
make for the grofleſt novations afterward, 
which hath beene a maine caufe of all their 
combuſtion. 

The third and great Novation wes the 
booke of Common Prayer , adminiftration 
of the Sacraments, and other parts of divine 
Service, brought in without warrant from 
our Kirk to be univerſally received , as the 
only forme of aivine Service, under all 
higheſt paines both civill and Ecclefiaſticall; 
which is found by onr nationall aſſembly, 
beſidethe Popiſh frame, and formes in di- 
vine worſhip, to containe many Poplſh er. 
rors, and ceremonies,and the ſeeds of ma. 
nifold and grofleſuperſtitions,and idolatries 
and to be repugnant tothe Dodrine, Di- 
ſcipline, and order of ogr reformation, to 
the confcffion of faith , conſtitutionsof ge. 
nerall affemblies, and Acs of Parliament, 
eſtabliſhing the true Religion : that this alſo 
bs Canterburies worke, Wee make mani- 
eſt. | 
 Bythe memoirs, andinftruRtions ſent un- 
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ts him from our Prelates ; wherein they 
gavea ſpeciall account of the diligence they 
had uſed, to doe all which hercin they were 
enjeyned, bythe approbation of the Service 
Booke ſent tothem 4; andof all the margi- 
nall corrections, whercin it varieth from the 
Engliſh booke,ſhewing their deſire to have 
ſome fcw things' changed inir, which not- 
withſtanding wes not granted : This we find 
written by Saint A#droxs owne hand, and 
ſubſcribed by bim, and ninc other of our 
Prelates, 

By Canterburics owne letters, witneſſes 
of his joy, when the book wes ready for the 
preſſe, of his prayers that God would ſpced 
the worke,of his hopeto ſee thar ſervice ſet 
up in Scotland , of his diligence to ſend for 
the Printer , and direQing him to prepare a 
black letter', and to ſend itto his ſervants ar 
Edinburgh , for printing this booke. Of his 
approbation ofthe proofes ſent from the 
preſſe. Ot his teare of delay, in bringing the 
worke ſpecdily to an end, forthe great 
good, (not of that -Church , but) ofthe - 
Church. Othis encouraging Rofſe who 
wes entruſted with the preſſe, togo on in this 

ece of Service withour feare of enemies. 
All which may be ſcene inthe Autographs 
and by letters ſcnt from the Prelate. of 
C London, 
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London to Rofſe , whetcin as he rejoyceth 
at the fight of the Scottiſh Canons: z which 
although irſhonld make ſome noiſc at / the 
beginning, yer they would be' more for the 
200d of the Kirk, then the Canons of Edin- 
burgh , tor the good ofthe Kingdome. So 
concerning the Leirurgy he ſheweth;,: that 
Rofle had ſcntto him, to bave an cxplunati- 
on from Canterbury of ſome paflige of the 
Service Booke, and that the preſſe behoved 
to ſtand till the + explanation come to E- 
dinburgh , which therefore he had in haſte 
obtained from his Grace, and-fent the dif. 
parch away by Canterburies owne convai- 
anc c, | 
But the booke it fclte as it ſtandeth inter- 
lincd, margined and patcht up,is much more 
then all that 1s expreſlcd in his letters, and 
the changes and ſupplements themſclves, 
taken fromthe M.flc book, & other Romiſh 
Ritualls, by which he maketht rovary from 
the book of Englard;zre more pregnantreſts..

firreptitiouſly inſerted, by him without the 
Kings knowledge , and againſt his purpoſe. 
Our Scottiſh Prelates do petition that ſome - 
thing may be abated-of the Engliſh ceremo-. 
nies; as the. croſlc in; þaptilme,- the ringin 
marriage, and ſome other things. But Can- 
tcrbury willnotonly bave theſe kept, but 
a great many more, and worle {uyperaddcd, 
which wesnothing clic ,1 but the; adding of 
fewell to the firci.: To ws 8 dilco- 
verall, would requirea whole books, we (all 
onely touch ſome few in/the matter of tho 
Communion, 43a0\ FR 25) ik a\ TIS .

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tioned in if, may bee underſtoed accordin 
to the Popiſh meaning. Bellar, de Mifſs, lis, 
2.64p. 21. 'Not of the ſpirituall ſacri- 
fice, but of the eblation of the body of 
the Lord: 

It ſeemeth to bee no great matter, that 
without warrand of the book of England , 
the Presbyter going from the north 'cnd ef 
the Table ,-ſhaſl ſtand during the time of 
cenſecration, at ſucha pairt of the table, 
where hee may with the more calc and de. 
cencie uſe both'hands ; yet (being tried, it 
importeth much, as, that he nauſt ftand with 
his hinder pairts to the people, repreſenting 
(faith Durand) that which the Lord ſaid of 
Moſes, Thou ſhalt ſee my binder pairts, Hee 
muſt havethe uſeof both his hands, not for 
anything hehath to dee about the bread and 
wine; for that muſt bee done at the North 

__endofthe Table,ind bee better ſcen of the 
people ; but (as we are tavgbt by-the Ratio- 
nzliſts) that he may be ftretching foorth his 
armesto repreſent the extenſion of Chriſt 
on the Croſſe, and that hee may the more 
conveniently lifc up the bread and wine qa- 
bove his head to be ſeen and adored of the 
people, who inthe Rubrick of the generall 
Confeſſion, alittle before, are direRecd to 
kneel humbly on their knecs,that the Prefs 
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elevation ſo magnified inthe Maſle, and the 
peoples adoration may goe together, That 
in this poſture, ſpeaking with a low voyce, 
and muttering (tor ſometimes hee is com- 
- manded:o ſpeake with a lowd voyce., and 
diſtintly) hee bee not heard by the people, 
whichis no lefle a mocking of God, and his 
pcople,then if the words were ſpoken i an 
unknowne language. As there is no word 
of all this in the Engliſh: Service ; fo doth 
the book in King Edwards time,give to every. 
Presbyter his liberty of geſture, which yet 
ave {uch offence toBucer,the cenſuret of the 
book:and even in Caſſanders own judgemet t,. 
a man of great moderation in matters of this 
kinde, that he calleth them , Nanquam ſatis 
execrandes Miſſe geſtws,and would have them: 
tobeabhorred, becauſe they confirmeto 
the fimple and ſuperſtitious ter implam & ex- 
itialem Miſſe fiduciam,, The corporall pre- 
{ence of Chriſts body in the Sacrament, is 
alſo to be found here: for the words of the 
Maſſe-booke ſerving to this purpoſe, which 
are ſharply confidered by Bucer in King Bd- 
wards Leiturgie, and are notto bee found in 
the booke of England.are taken in here; Al- 
mighty God is incalled, that of his Almigh- 
ty goodneſſe he may vouchlafe io to bleſſe 
| al ſanRifie with his. Word and Spirit,theſe 
D gifts + 
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gifts of bread” and wine, that they may bee 
unto us the body and bloud of Chriſt, 

The change hereis madea work of Gods 
omnipotencie : the words of 'the Maſle, ot 
fiant nobss , are tranſlated 1n- King Edwards 
booke, T bat they may be nnts us, WhiICh are a- 
gaineturnedinto Latine by Aleſtus, Ft tant 
#obis, On the other pairt, the expreſſions of 
the booke of England at the delivery of the 
Elements of feeding #7 Chriſt by faith, and of 
eating and drinking th remembrence that Chriſt 
died for thee, axe utterly deledted, Many c- 
vidences there becinthis pairt of the Com- 
munion, - at- the badily preſence of Chriſt, 
very agreeable to the doctrines taught by 
his Sceretaries,which this paper canngt con. 
taine. They teach us that Chriſt is received. 
in the:Sacrament,Corpereliter, both objeFiwve 
and ſubjedtive. Corpus Chriſti off ebjectum quod 
recipit ur, corpus woſtrums Jnbjeitivumns quo re- 
capitur, : | © is: 

The Booke of England: aboliſheth all thar 
may impott the oblation of any unbloody Sa- 
crifice, but here we have beſtdes the Prepara- 
torie oblation of the Elements, which 1s nei- 
ther to be found ihthe hook of England now, 
not in-King Edwards booke of old, the obla. 
tion of the body and blood of Qhriſt, which

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Deus per illudd magnepers laudatur.' This allo 
agrecth well with theirlate doctrine, We are 
ready when it ſhall be judged convenient, and 
we ſhall be defyred , to diſcover much more 
matters of this-kinde, as grounds laid tor wiſ- 
ſa ſicca, or the,halte Meſſe, The private Meſle 
without the people, Of communicating in one 
kinde, Of the Conſumption by the Prieſt,and 
Conſurmartion of the Sacrifice,Of receiving 
the Sacrament in the mouth, and not-in the 
hand, &Cc. 

. Our Supplications were many againſt theſe 
Boakes, but Canterbury procured them to be 
anſwered with terrible Proclamations. Wee 
were conſtrained to uſe the remedy of Protec- 
Ration, but for our Proteſtations, and other 
lawfull meanes, which we uſed for our deli- 
verance, Canterbury procured us to be decla- 
red Rebels and Traitors inall the Pariſh Kirks 
of England: when we were ſecking to poſleſſe 
our Religion in Peace, againſt theſe Devices 
and Novations, Canterbury kindleth warre a- 
gainſt us, In all theſe it is knowne that he was 
although not the ſole, yet the Principall A- 
geht and Adviler. | 

. Whenby the Pacification at Berwick,both 
KINgagrmes looked far Peace and Quietnefle, 
he ſpared notopenly in the hearing of many, 
often before the King, Ls privately atthe 
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Counſcl!l-table, and the privy Jointo fo ſpeak 
of us as Rebels and Traitors, and to ſpeake a- 
oainſt the Pacification as diſhonourable, and 
meet to be broken. Neither did his malignan- 
cic and bitterneſle ever ſuffer him to reſt, till a 
new warre was entered upon, and all things 
prepared for our deſtruction. 

By him was it that our Covenant, approven- 
by Nationall Aſſemblies, ſubſcribed by his 
M. Commiſſioner, and by the Lords of his 
M. Counſell, and by them commanded to be- 
ſubſcribed by all the Subjects of the King- 
dome, as a Teſtimony of our duty to God, 
and the King, by hinmwas it ſtill called Uln- 
oodly, Damnable, Treafonable; by him were 
Oarhs invented, andprefſed upon divers of our 
poore Countrey-men,upon the pain of impri- 
ſonment, and many miſeries which were un- 
warrantable by Law, and contrary their Na- 
tionall Oath. 

When our Commiſſioners did appeare to 
render the reaſons of our Demands, he ſpared - 
not inthe preſence of the King, and Commit- 
tee, to raile againſt our Nationall Afembly, 
as not daring to appeare before the World, 
and Kirkes abroad, where himſclfe' and his 
Actions were able to endure tryall, and a- 
gainſt our juſt and neceflary defence, as the 
moſt malicious. and - Treaſonable CO 
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(17) 
of Monarchicall Government that any by- 
gone age had heard of : His hand alſo was at 
the Warrant for the reſtraint and impriſon- 
ment of our Commiſſioners, ſent from the 
Parliament, warranted by the King, and ſeck- 
ing the Peace of the Kingdomes. 

When we had by our Declarations, Re- 
monfſtrances, and Repreſentations, manifeſted 
thetruth of ourTntentions, and lawfulneſſe of 
our Actions, toall the good Svbjedts of the 
Kingdome of England, when the late Parlia- 
ment could not be moved to aſſiſt, or enter in 
warre againſt us, maintaining our Religion, 
and Liberties, Canterbury did not onely ad- 
viſe the breaking up of that high and honou- 
rable Cour, tothe great grictcand hazard of 
the Kingdome, bur, (which is without exam- 
ple) did fir ſtill inthe Convocation, and miake 

Canons and Conſtitutions againſt us, and our 

juſt and neceſſary defence, ordaiging under all 

higheſt paines, that hereafter the Clergy ſhall 
preach foure times in the year,ſuch doctrine as 
is contrary,not only to our proceedings,but to 
the do@trine 8 proceedings of other reformed 

Kirks, to the judgement of all ſound Divines, 

& Politiques, and tending to the utter ſlavery 

and ruining of all Eſtates and Kingdomes,and 

to the diſhonour of Kings and Monarchs. And 


as if this had not beene ſufficient, he PRncuyeg 
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(18) 
fix Subſidies to be lifted of the Clergy, under 
paine of Deprivation toll that ſhould refwe. 
And which is yet worſe, and above which 
Malice it {clfe cannot aſcend, by his meanes a : 
Prayer is framed, printed, and fent through all 
the Paroches of England, to bee ſaid in all 
Churches in time of? Divine Service,next after 
the Prayer for the Queene and Royall Proge-: 
ny, againſt our Nation by name of trayterous. 
Subjects, thaving caft off all obedience to our 
anointed Soveraigne, and comming in arebel- 
lious manner to invade England, that ſhame 
may cover our faces, as Enemies ta God and 
the King. : 
Wohoſoever ſh:ll impartially. examine what 
hath proceeded from himſelfe, in theſe two 
books of Canons and Common Prayer, what 
Dodtrine hath beene publiſhed and printed

Pn ONcerning our Sixt 
demand, Although 
it hath often come 
to paſte, that theſe 
who have been joy- 
ned by the bonds of 
Religion, aud Na- 
ture, have ſuffered 
themſelves to be 
divided about the 
things of this World ; And although our 
Adverſaries, who no leſle labour the diviſion 
of the two Kingdomes, then wee doe all feck 
Peace, and follow after it, as our common 
Happineſle, doe preſume that this will be the 
Partition wall, to divide us, and to make us 
lofe all our labours taken about the former 
De- 


Demands, VVherein by the help of Godby 
his Majeſties Princely goodnefle, and Iuſtice, 
and your Lordſhips noble, and equal dealing, 
Vee have fo fully accorded, and to keep us 
from providing for a firme and weell groun- 
ded Peace, by the wifdome, and juſtice of the 
Parliament of England,which is our greateſt 
defire expreſſed in our laſt Demand. VVe are 
{till Confident, that as wee ſhall concerning 
this Article repreſent nothing but what 1s 
true, Iuſt , and Honourable to both King- 
domes 3 So will your Lordſhips hearken to 
ns, and will not ſuffer your fclves, by any 
{landers, or ſuggeſtions, to be drawnc out of 
that ſtraight and ſafe way, wherein yec have 
walked fince the beginning. 


I T is now Wee ſuppoſe knowne to all 
England, eſpecially to both the Honourable. 
Houſes of Parlizment, And by the occaſion 
of this Treatie , more particularly to your 
Lordſhips, That our diſtrefles in our Relj- 
2i0n, and Liberties were of late morepreſ- 
{1ng then Wee were able to beare, That our 
Complaints and Supplications for redrefle, 
were anſivered at laſt with the tcrrours of an 
Army 3 Thar after a Pacificatioh greater 
Preparations were made for ivarre , whereby 
many A&s of Hoſtilitie were done againſt 
as, both by Sea and Land 3 The Kingdome 
wanted:

wanted adminiſtration of Tuſtice , and Veer 
conſtrained to take armes for our defence ; 
That wee were brought to this extreame, and 
intollerable neceſſitie, either to maintaine 
divers Armies upon our borders againſt In- 
T vaſion from England, or Ireland , till ro be 
deprived of the benefit otall the Courts of 
Tuſtice, and not onely to maintaine ſo many 
thouſands as were ſpoiled of their ſhips, and 
200ds, but to want all Commerce by Sca,to 
the vndoing of Merchants, of Saylors, and 
many others who lived by Fiſhing,and whoſe 
callings are vpholden from hand to mouth 
by Sea trade: Any one of which evils is able 
in a ſhort time to bring the moſt potent 
Kingdome to Confuſton,Ruine and Deſola- 
tion, how much more all the three at one 
time combined to bring the Kingdome of 
Scotland to be no morea Kingdome : Yet all 
theſe behoved we either to endure, and under 
no other hope; then of the pertect ſlavery of 
our ſelves, and our poſterity in our Soulcs, 
lives, and Means 3 Or to refolve to come 11- 
to England, not to make Invaſion,nor with 
any purpole to fight, except we were forced, 
God 1s our Tudge, our actions are our wit- 
neſſes,” and England doth now acknowledge 
the truth, againk all fuſpitions tothe contra- 
ry, and againſt the 1mpudent lyes of onr'Ence- 
mics, But for our reliefe, defence; and preſer- 
*4'8 vation 
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vation which wee could find by no other 
meanes, when we had eflayed all meancs, and 
had at large expreſſed our pungent, and preſ[- 
fing neceſſities, to the Kingdome, and Par- 
lament of England. Since therefore the 
Warre on our part ( which 1s no other but 
our comming into England with a guard) is 
defenſive,and all men doe acknowledge, that 
in common equity , the defendant ſhould 
not be ſuffered to periſh in his juſt and nece- 
fary defence , but that the purſuer , whe- 
ther by way of Legall Proceſle inthe time 
of Peace, or by way of violence, and unjuſt 
invaſion in the time of warre, ought to beare 
the charges of the detendent. Weetruſt that 
your Lordſhips will thinke that it is not a- 
gainſt reaſon far us, to demand ſome re- 
paration of this kind. And that” the Parlia- 
ment of England by whoſe Wiſedome and 
Inſtice we have expected the redreſle of our 
wrongs, will take ſuch courſe, as both may 
in reaſon give us ſatisfation and may in 
the notable demonſtration of their Iuſtice 
ſerve moſt for their own honour. 


Our carneſtneſle .in following this our 
Demand,doth not ſo farre wrong our ſight, 
and make vs ſo-undiſcerning,as not to make a 
difference betweene the Kingdorae, and Par- 
lament of England,which did neither decern 

nor 
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aor ſet forward a Warre againft us, And 
that Prevalcnt fa&ion of Prelats and Papilts 
who have moved every ſtone againſt us, and 
uſed all ſorts of meancs not onely their coun- 
ſells, Subſidics and forces,but their Kirk Ca- 
nons, and prayers for our utter Ruine, which 
maketh them obnoxious to our juſt accuſa- 
tions,and guilty of all the loſles, and wrongs, 
which this time paſt wee have ſuſtained: Yet 
this wee defire your Lordſhips to confider, 
That the Eſtates ofthe Kingdome of Scot- 
land being aſſembled, did endeavour by their 
Declarations,Informations, & Remonſtran- 
ces, and by the proceedings of their Com- 
amuſſioners,to make knowne unto the Coun- 
ſell, Kingdome, and Parliament of England, 
and to forewarne them of the miſchiete in- 
rended againſt both Kingdomes, in their Re- 
ligion,and Liberties,by the Prelates, and Pa- 
piſts,to the end, that our Invaſion from Eng- 
land might have bin prevented, if by the Pre- 
valencie of the faction it had becne poſſible. 
And therefore wee may now with the grea- 
ter reaſon,8& confidence preſſe our Demand, 
That your LordP,the Parliament, the King- 
dome;and the King himſelfe may ſee us re- 
red in our loſſes at the coſt of that faction 
by whoſe meanes we have ſuſtained ſo much 
dammage, And which, except they repent,

All the devices and doings of our com+ 
mon enemies were to beare downe the Truth 
of Religion,and the juſt liberties of the Sub- 
jets in both Kingdomes. They wereconf- 
dent to bring this about one of two wayes * 
Either by blocking us up by Sea 8&-Landto 
conſtraine us to admit their will fora Law 
both in Kirck, and policy, and thus to make 
us-a Precedent for the like miſery in Eng- 
land,' or, by their Invaſion of our Kingdome 
to compell us furiouſly, and without order, 
to break into England, that the two Nations 
Once Enterec 1n nr Warre, they might 
fth in our troubled Waters, and:catch their 
deſired Prey. But as wee declared before our 
comming : Wee truſted that God would 
turne their VViſedome into fooliſhneſſe,;and

olence oi our enemies. This was our Decla- 
ration before wee {ct our foot into England, 
from which our deportments {ince have not 
varied. And it hath bin the Lords wondertull 
doingzby the wiſe Counſels,and jult procee- 
dings of the Parliamentzto bring it tn a-great 
part to paſle, and to giveus lively hopes of a 
happy Concluſion : And therefore wee iv ill 
never doubt, but that the Parliament in their 
Wiſedome and Iniftice, will'provide that a 
proportionable part of the Colt,and charges 
of a worke ſo great ahd ſo comfortable to 
both Nations bee borne by the Delinquents 
there , that with the better Conſcience the 
g00d People of England'may fit under their 
owne Vines,and Figtrees, Refreſhing them- 
{elves,although upon gur greater Paines and 
Hazardyet not altogether upon our coſt and 
charges, which wee are not able to beare. 


The Kingdome of England doth know 
and conteſſe,that the Innovation of Religion 
D 2 and 
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and Liberties in Scotland,were-not the prin- 
ctpall deſigne of our common Enemies, but 
that both in the Intention of the Workers, 
whoſe zeale was hotteſt for ſetling their de- 
vicesat home : And in the Condition of the 
Worke,making us whom they conceived to 
be the weaker for oppolition;to bee nothing 
clſe but a leading caſe for England. And that 
although by the power of G O D, which is 
made perfit in weakneſle, they have found a- 
mong\t us greater reſiſtance, then they did 
fearc, or either they or our ſelves could have 
apprehended; Yet;as it hath beene the will of 
God that wee ſhould endure the heate of the 
day , So in the Evening the pretious wages 
of the vindication of Religion, Libertics,and 
Lawes,are to be received by both Kingdoms, 
and will enrich wee hope to our unſpeakable 
Ioy, the preſent Ageand the Poſterity with 


Bleflings that can not bee valued, and which 


the good People of England eſtceme more 
then Treaſures of Gold,and willingly would 
have purchaſcd with many thouſands. Wee 
doe not py that Conſcicnce,8& Piety have 
moved ſome men to ſerve GOD upon their 
owne coſt,and that Juſtice, and Equity have 
dire&cd others, where the Harveſt hath been 
common to conſider the pains of labouring, 
and the charges of the Sowing,yet this much 
may wee fay,that had a forraine Enemy, in- 

tending 
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tending to reduce the whole Iland into Po- 
pery, made the firſt aſſault vpon our weake- 
nefle, We nothing doubt,buttheKingdome of - 
England, from their defjre to preſerve their 
Religion, and Liberties, would have fourid 
the way to beare with-us the expenſe of our 
reſ{iſtance, and lawfull defence, how much 
more Delng Invaded, although not by Eng- 
land, yet from England, by common Ene- 
mies, ſeeking the ſame ends, we expe& to be 
helped” and relieved. 


We will never conceiye that it iscither the 
will,or the well and honour-of England;thet 
wee ſhould goe from fo bleſſed'a worke after 
{Oo many grievous ſufferings, bearing on our 
backes the inſupportable burdens of worldly 
necefſities,and diſtreſſes,returne to our coun- 
trey empty, and exhauſted, in which the peo- 
ple of all Rankes, Sexes; and Conditions have 
ſpent 'themſelves, The poſſeflions of every 
man, who devoted himfelte heartuly' to this 
cauſe, are burdened, not'onely with his ow ne 
Perſonall, and particular' expenſe, but with 
the publicke , and common charges; Of 
which if there be no reliefe, neither can our 
Kingdome” have Peace at home , nor any 
more" credit for Commerce abroad':- Nor 
wilt it be'\poſkble- for us, eyther to aide,and 
aſiſt our friends; or to refift,and- oppoſe vu 

C reſt- 
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reftleſſe, and working .wickednefle of our 
Enemies : The beſt fort will loſe much of 
the {ivectneſſe of the enjoying of their Reli- 
gion, and Liberties, and others will run ſuch 
waycs, and undired& courſes, as their deſpe- 
rate neceflitics will drive them into. Vee 
ſhall be but 2 burthen to our ſelves, a vexa- 
tion unto others, of whole ſtrength we deſire 
to be a conſiderable part, and a fit ſubject tor 
our enemies to worke vpon for obtaining, 
their now diſappointed ,, but never dying 
aefires. 
 Wewill not alledge the example of other 
Kingdomes, where the loſles of neceſſary and 
juſt defence had beene repaired by the other 
party, Nor will wee remember what helpe 
we have made according to our abilities, to 
other reformed Kirks , And what the King- 
dome otEngland of old;and of late hath done 
to Germany, France, and Holland, Nor doe 
we uſe ſo many words, that England may be 
burthened, and we eaſed, or that -this ſhould 
be a matter of our Covetoulneſle,. and not of 
their Iuſtice,and kindneſle ; Iuſtice,in reſpect 
of onr adverſaries ) who are the cauſes of the 
great miſeric and neceflity,to which we have 
beene brought: kindneſle,in the ſupply of our 
wants, who have beene tender of the welfare 
of England as of our owne, that by this equa- 
liry and, mutuall reſpect, both Nations my 
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be ſupported in ſuch ſtrength, and ſufficien- 
Cie, that wee may be the more ſerviceable to 
hisMajeſtie,and abound in every good work, 
both towards one another, and for the com- 
fort and reliefe of the reformed Kirks, be- 
yond the Seas, that we may all bleſſe God, 
_ that the bleſſing of God may be vpon us 
all.
